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Chancellor shewed great pleasure and relief when Informed Pfr esident 
prepared visit 2cnn« I think it .well to asoe33 situation in which he 
now finds liimsoLf compared with evrn few taonths aso« i 

Infernally* his leodersliip, though still doninant 5 ha3 suffered 
from recent papfonaanoe on issue fVe3idency. Gsraan people have not 
brushed off hia vacillations as quickly or completely as ho had hoped 
and orpoctodt Very fact lie exploded bombshell on eve of slack Suancr 
political tieoson caused unusual echoes of confusion and criticism to 
rciverbarate, without oxny available issue of domestic significance giving 
tnjpoi'tunity to divert public attention and reassert his influence. Ari 
not em anting Adenauer's political star wtt.l furthor decline but 



certainly is not presently at zenith* 
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LLcternally, Ida ' prestige lias undoubtedly suffered. The rJoviets 
vere rendy and did capitalize on this. Moreover, the state of Anjlo- 
SentKvn relations, already unsatisfactory, was further exacerbated by 
derogatory .vices expressed in British publications over the Chancellor's 
daisy- pluclcin? Prasidential antics. His frequent and indiscreet 
raforerwea to British "softness" in dealing with Soviets, liia conviction 
tint thair tactics rciiected appeasement spirit, fear lest Ilacralilen 
had nado secret concessions in Itosccw, and other suspicions, coupled 
with vs-Dorts of fcow he uas regarded in certain /English circles as a 
tirescna. stubborn, arrogant and unrealistic jold focy* overeane his 
usual stnou of caution end his innate politeness. l J .e does not under- 
stand Dritish mentality and cliaractcr, although genuinely admiring thfe 
race ©nl in particular, Winston ChurohiXU Per contra, if tha Bi'itieh 
are in an apprising nood It certainly does not extend to their transactions 
with /jctanausr, ncr have thel? negotiations with bin been difitin<jiiiohed 
by #*wa or tact, Especially since the heuas visit, the Ramans, eo 
dasirews of being lUced, have realised that the British have lon;» ncmorieg, 
and ineradicable pride snd prejudice. 

It is, thsrefore, with heightened olann and roocntasnt that Adenauer . 
viewed 
lias lul.&y lI'aSKK® "hat he thinks is British effort to influence Unite*? 
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States 3ov*rT»nent to establish a new and dangerously naive Anglo-Saxon 
policy regarding SovUnion. Jtornally, he uould have turned to de Gaulle 
for comfort and understanding. But not? such support has partially failed 
him, for the General lias made it cuite apparent that the Franco- Jeman 
entente is all very wall, but on sores raatterd France's position is 
unique. Perhaps, Adenauer sorrowfully feels that often there is one 
who loves and another who lets himself be loved* 

As consequences of such preoccupations find misijivings, although as 
devoted as ever to the cause of European integration, he nay yearn 1901*0 thaa 
ever for American &>od«uill and sympathy, but feel less certain than in 
pat&few years .of its being extended' to bin. 

Presidents visit will afford valuable chance to soothe Chancellor's 
apprehensions* I would recomaend for consideration, instead of any forreal 
agenda items, the President's approach in talks with Adenauer should bo 
reassuring on broad aspects of Uestern unity, and that he reassert support 
for basic policies wo have hitherto followed, and with which Chancellor 
peroongUy identifies Mraelf . I do not tliink there aro specific outstanding 
issues batween US and Germany needing attention in relatively short time 
praicribad for conversations. The old gentleman lUies to talk and will not 
be baclcwi-'d in presentation, including his views on Chinese population 
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growth and the Siberian dustr*owl# 

The better the atmosphere of cordiality and mutual understanding 
on fundanental aspects of 1-asWest relations, the greater the benefits 
will be f not only with regard to Adenauer's oxm attitude, but also in 
esposinj and refuting Soviet campaign directed against him personally 
2nd ag9lrst FedRop as irariber Western Alliance* 

We rcust bear in mind that one of Moscow's principal alms continues 
to bs to drive vedge between Adenauer and his Allies, particularly ourselves* 
Tho node of this political offensive is directly related to Communist 
propaganda lino hailing the forthcoming visits as dawn of new era in 
EasWdeat relations, and as coldcm opportunity for mahlcind (chiefly due to 
unrttsiittln^ efforts of SovUnion) to end Cold War* Soviet propaganda, ■ 
■of course, is also enphasissins that extent of dedication to cauae of 
paaotj of individual ^overnrnents and statesmen is revealed by degree to 
ahich they rejoico over implications of visit3 ob dafined by Moscow* 
Any doubt a o:-r lack of enthusiasm are exploited by Moscow as clear evidence 
of opposition to cause of peace, and tiros of desire to peroetuats Cold War 
in order IULf3.il aggressive alms* SovUnion is obviously trying; to pin 
oifco Adenau&v label of frustrated and embittered supporter of continued 
r a3b»*-.'e»t Tension and revanchi3t policies* 
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Far nonths thero have been rumbling and ryurtblin^a In Oerriany, and 
rmich criticisn abroad, of Adenauer and the obduracy of his political 
conduct* Iiowerver, I do nob personally know of a single major incident 
having occurred for years, where* after he lias freely expressed his can 
opinion, ho lias not aliened his political action to conform to that 
decided upon b y the United States Government* A^e lias not blunted liis 
combativeness* and neither has it lessened his conviction that thore 
are only two great powers in tlie Uorld, the US and the USSR* He choso 
lon# ago psrtnerslrfp with the former, and although he may at times fear 
bankruptcy ha will remain determined to assurae his share of the liabilities^ 

Speculations about his senility are. In fly opinion, baseless, nor do I find

him more difficult to deal with now than in the past* 

I think, it likely he feels the course of eronts of recent months has 
brought about an inpairnent of hi3 prestige and position in councils of 
tho *-fest* I do not believe ha feels this ( joos as far as disavowal of Ills
